THE army this week is a good deal ‘‘on the 
move,” prompted thereto by G. O. 20, A. G. O., of 
April 13, 1888. By the end of June it is hoped all 
concerned will have got pretty well settled into 
their new stations. 








THE Military Committee of the House has 
unanimously agreed to report a measure providing 
for the appointment of an Assistant Secretary of 
War. Itis also expected that the House Naval 
Committee will take similar action on a bill for the 
appointment of an Assistant Secretary of the Navy. 








THE Sub-Committee in charge of the Naval Appro- 
priation bill is making slow progress with that 
measure. The billis not more than half completed, 
and some days must elapse before it will be ready 
for the full Committee, which will probably take a 
week to consider it. The oaly business transacted 
this week was the hearing given to Commodore 
Sicard and other officers of the Ordnance Bureau 
in regard to the estimates for their branch of the 
service. 








SHALL Governor's Island, New York Harbor, that 
beautiful spot, the present headquarters of the Di- 
vision of the Atlantic, be turned into a pleasure 
garden? is a recent question which the Hon. S. S. 
Cox has submitted to the House of Representatives 
for consideration. The effort is not a new one, but 
we are inclined to the belief that the United States 
authorities are not so favorable to the project as 
are the pleasure seekers of Manhattan, who do not, 
asa rule, highly appreciate the value of old land- 
marks. 








We note the new regulation (G. O. 33, A. G. O., 
May 23, 1888), that *‘ enlisted men confined in the 
guard house for offences demanding trial by Court 
martial will not, while awaiting such trial, be sent 
out to work with prisoners undergoing sentence.” 
We are aware that the contrary practice has been 
somewhat of a ‘‘custom of service” in the past, 
but its legality is doubtful, and it is not right to 
place an unconvicted soldier on the same footing 
as one already convicted and suffering punishment 
for his offences. 








THE members of the sub-committee of the House 
Military Committee in charge of the investigation 
of the Fort Brown matter have finished taking tes- 
timony,and are now engaged upon their report, which 
will accompany a bill repealmg the act appropriat- 
ing $160,000 for the purchase of the site for this 
post, and appropriating, in lieu thereof, $60,000. 
The bill will contain a clause providing that unless 
the owners consent to transfer the property, guar- 
anteeing a clear title, witbin ninety days from the 
passage of the bill, for the sum named, the act shall 
Cease to have effect. 








MemoriaL Day, May 30, 1888, has come and 
gone, and never during the past twenty years was 
it more generally and appropriately observed by 
Citizeps of all sections, as well as by soldiers. As 
one of the eloquent speakers of the day said : 
“* Never before bad sixty millions so hallowed, so 
consecrated one day. Never have the cavernous 
depths of death been so vocal with the attuned 





peans of a mighty nationality. In the far South 


the crippled veteran in gray walks by the side of 
his brother in blae to garland with the amaranth 
aud the laurel the resting places of those who have 
passed from fiery contest or hospital pain to peace 
and rest. These is not in all the land a dissent from 
these holy ceremonies. Time has not witnessed 
sueh another triumph of fraternity.” 








ConsipertneG the military possibilities which 
England has to fear, the Army aud Navy Gazette 
says: ‘Germany is not a probable invader, and the 
only maritime powers that cou!d get at us if the 
coast were clear are Italy and Russia, neither of 
which are at all likely to even ccntemplate such an 
attack. It is France, and France alove, this coun- 
try would bave to dread. From France a coup is 
not to be dreaded at all. But in the turmoil of a 
great war there might emerge from the west and 
from the east the terrible images of France 
triumphant and vindictive, and Russia vengeful 
too, and inflamed by the passion of conquest to 
strike a deadly blow at her rival in the west, and 
then such an enterprise as an expedition against 
England might be attempted. That 1s in the possi- 
ble, not probable future.” 








THe New York Times says: ‘* According to the 
statement of General Greely, Chief Signal Officer, 
the man who is responsible for much of the irrita- 
tion of the public mind by the failure of the bureau 
to predict the monotonously bad weather we have 
had for three weeks is ope Professor Hazen, who 
has had the weather of this region under his care. 
This gentleman, it seems, is a civilian, and though 
as intelligent and skillful as a mere civilian could be 
expected to be, he has not had ‘ experience’ in this 
particular line. General Greely apparently thinks 
that there is some connection between the peaceful 
character of the professor's education and the failure 
to guess right on the weather. Jf that be so, it is 
conclusive as against intrusting our climate to any 
man without shoulder straps. But we cannot recon 
cile this theory with the General's other statement 
that if he himself should give tp the bureau, as he 
would if it were transferred to the Agricultural 
Department, it would fall into the hands of the 
officer next in rank who ‘is thoroughly competent.’ 
It seems as difficult to predict from the mere status 
of a Signal Officer whether he will be a good guesser 
or not as it is to tell from the daily ‘probabilities’ 
what the weather is likely to be.” 








TuE reported abolition of the punishment of ban- 
ishment to Siberia gives additional interest to the 
series of articles by George Kennan on the Plains 
and Prisons of Western Siberia which are now ap 
pearing in the Century Magazine. Indeed, it is 
not impossible that the statements in the early num- 
bers of Mr. Kennan’s series may have had some in- 
fluence upon the conclusions ot the Russian Govern- 
ment. In his last paper which appears in the June 
Century Mr. Kennan calls attention to the 
enormous area of Siberia, 309,520 square miles, 


or more than the United States, including 
Alaska, and Europe taken together, exclad- 
ing Russia, viz.: Siberia, 5,493,629 square 


wiles; United States, 3,501,404 square miles; Eu- 
rope, including European Turkey and excluding 
Russia, 1,682,705 square miles. It bas a great va- 
riety of climate, extending from the latitude of 
Southern Greenland to that of Cuba, and shows 
maximum and minimum temperatures ranging 





from 100 degrees above to a mean for January of 
50 degrees below zero. Twelve Siberian cities are 
named which have the same mean summer temper- 
ature as Chicago, Buffalo, Milwaukee, Boston, 
Portland, Moscow, St. Petersburg, London and 
Dublin taken together. It appears that the total 
number of exiles sent to Siberia between the years 
1823 and 1887 inclusive was 772,979. 








**Our defences from an Army Stand Point” is 
the subject of an interesting art icle contributed by 
Major General O. O. Howard, U. 8. Army, to the 
June number of that enterprising periodical the 
American Magazine. It isa hopeful sign that a 
popular periodical should welcome such discussions, 
General Howard has the reputation of being one 
who belZeves in the mission of peace, but be is a 
soldi.r and a patriot, and he sees too clearly that 
the day for arbitration is distant to put bis faith in 
that method of natioval defence. The proposition 
is an indisputable one, viz., this nation is liable at 
all times to war. Starting from this proposition 
General Howard discusses in a popular manner the 
different forms of attacks, the quarters from which 
to expect them, and how they should be met. He 
calls the Government to a just account for taxing 
its citizens with a virtual promise to provide for 
their defence, which goes unfulfilled, and declares 
with emphasis that, according to the Army view, 
there is need of immediate, thorough and persistent 
labor to substitute something for defences cf which 
our engineers are ashamed and at which foreigners 
laugh. Accompanying the article are illustrations 
of an 8 inch B. L. steel rifle, a 15 inch and a 20 inch 
gun; of H. M. 8. Benbow and of Fort Wadsworth, 
N.Y. H. In this number of the American Maga- 
zine is concluded the striking article, commenced 
the previous month, entitled ‘‘My Dream of Anarchy 
and Dynamite.” 





A CORRESPONDENT, Whose communication appears 
in another column, indicates some points of differ- 
ence between the medical service of the Army and 
of the Navy which help to explain the unpopularity 
of the Navy with medical men. The Senate Com- 
mittee on Navul Affairs in their report of S. 262, to 
increase the efficiency of the Medical Corps of the 
Navy, say: ‘The Medical Corps of the Navy, as 
appears from suceessive reports of the Navy De- 
partment, has not been able of late years to obtain 
a sufficient number of officers. There have been 
thirty: six resignations since 1869; and fourteen va- 
cancies exist in the grade of assistant surgeon. The 
inducements offered do not seem to attract young 
medical men with the necessary qualifications for 
this important branch of the service. The rank is 
less than that enjoyed by simijJar officers in the 
Army, and less than was held by the junior grades 
of the naval corps at the end of the late war. The 
present bill proposes to restore this loss, by advan- 
cing assistant surgeons to the grade of junior lieu- 
tenant, which is the present Army rank; to give to 
surgeons on promotion the rank of lieutenant-com- 
mander, which is that of major in the Army; also to 
increase the sea pay of assistant surgeons $200 a year, 
and to give passed assistant surgeons a third five 
years’ increase of pay. In the opinion of medical 
officers this change will so improve the condition of 
the junior grades as to attract more desirable men 
than have presented themselves of late years. No 
increase of rank or pay is proposed for the other 
grades of the Medical Department.”

CapTain Geo. F&F. Priog, 5th U. 8. Cav., died from 
erysipelas. He was under surgical treatment for 
eatarrh which impaired his hearing, and it is under- 
stood that he took cold, in vonsequence, on the 
target range, developing erysipelas in the bead, 
from which he died suddenly. The remains have 
been taken to Newburg, N. Y., for interment. A 
correspondent of the Wichita Daily Eagle writes: 
“ Since 1826 Captain Price, with other Army officers, 
invested largely in Wichita, he at his death being a 
large bolder of real estate in various parts of the 
city. His faith in Wichita never faltered, and 
wherever stationed a person from Wichita was wel- 
comed as a brother. In his death Wichita loses a 
warm friend, the U. 8. Cavalry a bright, intelligent 
and brave officer, and Troop E, 5th Cavalry, a kind 
commander aud more than father.

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A CABLE despatch from Montevideo, Uruguay, 
dated May 28, announces the death of Lieut.-Comdr- 
George M. Totten, U. S. N., executive officer of the 
Tallapoosa, flagship of the South Atlantic squad- 
ron. Lieut.-Comdr. Totten was born in the District 
of Columbia, March 19, 1847; entered the Naval 
Academy, Sept. 27, 1862; served on the Ossipee, of 
the North Pacific squadron, 1867-9; promoted ensign 
in April, 1868; master March, 26, 1869; serveé on the 
Colorado, flagship of the Asiatic fleet, in 1870-72; 
commissioned heutenant March 21, 1870; served in 
the Hydrographic Office in 1873-4, Swatara, of the 
North Atlantic squadron, 1874-7; on the Powhatan, 
1878; Tennessee, 1879-82; Minnesota, 1883; special 
duty, torpedo service, 1884 and until his assignment 
to the Tallapoosa Jan. 26, 1885. He was commissioned 
lieutenant-commander Jan. 26, 1835. Mr. Totten was 
a relative of officers of the same name in the Army 
and his traditions and ambitions were associated 
with the Service. He wasa man of ability and genial 
disposition and had the elements of future success 
in his chosen profession in an unusual degree. The 
avnouncement of his death will bring sorrow to the 
many who knew bim. 


LIEUTENANT L. W. Prepmeyer, U. 8S. Navy, whose 
death at the U.S. Naval Hospital, Chelsea, Mass., 
May 21, of general paralysis was reported last week, 
was a pative of Prussiaand a resident of Cincinnati, 
Ohio. He was born Aug. 27, 1854. Appointed at largea 
cadet midshipman Sept. 22, 1871; graduated June 20, 
1876; promoted to ensign March 2, 1879, and to junior 
tieutenant Feb. 4, 1886. He was the eldest member 
of his family, his parents having died several years 
ago, and his immediate relatives censist of a 
brother and sister living in Cincinnati. Funeral 
services, assisted by ull the officers of the station, 
took bem at the Naval Hospital, Chelsea, Friday, 
May 2%, and the remains sent to Cincinnati for inter- 
ment.

Tue Hon. Edmund Rice, who died a few days ago 
at Allston, Mass., was tbe {father of Capt. James H. 
Rice, U. 8. A., retired, and of the late Capt. William 
F. Rice, U. 8S. Infantry, and of Major Chas. E. Rice, 
lst Mass. Vol. Cav., and of Bvt. Lieut. Col. Edmund 
Rice, Capt. 5th U.S. Infantry. The deceased was 
born in Brighton Sept. 25, 1813, and was the descend- 
ant of a very old family. His ancestors came from 
Berkamstead, in England, and settled in Sudbury in 
the year 1649, he being the representative of the 
eighth successive generation. Previous to the an- 
nexation of the town of Brighton to Boston, the 
late Mr. Rice served three terms as selectman, repre- 
sented the town in the Legislature in 1867, and was 
a member of the Schooi Committee and Board of 
Assessors at various times. 


MAJOR SAMUEL MooRE REYNOLDS, the eldest bro- 
ther of the late Gen. John F. Reynolds, who lost his 
life during the battle of Gettysburg, died May 29, in 
Philadelphia, after a short illness. The deceased 
was also a brother of Rear Admiral Wm. Reynolds, 
who died in 1879, and of Gen. James L. Reynolds, 
who was Q. M. G. of yt eng ane during Gov. Cur- 
tin’s administration. Maj. Reynolds served with efti- 
ciency during the war as a paymaster. 


Dr. WM. G. GoDDARD, the oldest graduate of Har- 
vard College, who died in Boston, May 27, aged 92 
years, Wasa grandson of John Goddard, who con- 
structed the Revolutionary fortifications at Dor- 
chester Heights; his maternal grandfather, Rev. 
Samuel Langdon, was president of Harvard during 
the Revolution, and was the chaplain of Washing- 
ton’s Army while it occupied Cambridge. 


CoLteneL A. H. MARKLAND, who died, May 25, at 
Washington, D. U., was known throughout the ar- 
mies that Geveral Grant commanded as the origina- 
tor and manager of the army mail system under 
which letters were often collected and delivered 
under fire. After the war he held for some time 
the position of ‘Third Assistant Postmaster General. 


Pror. R. D. Irvive, the noted geologist in charge 
of the geological survey in Wisconsin and Minne- 
sota, died May 30 of paralysis, aged 41. He was 
a grand nephew of Washington Irving. 








A NEW MODE OF PROPULSION. 


Messrs, YARROW AND Co., after experimenting 
for some months with liquid hydro-carbons for pro- 
pulsion, have adopted a form of motor which is 
elaimed to have, at least for launvhes, undoubted 
advantages over any other system. Spirit is substi- 
tuted for water and its vapor used, instead of steam, 
for obtaining motive power, taking advantage of 
the well known fact that a given amount of heat 
will evaporate far more spirit than water. The 
United Service Gazette says: **The propelling ma- 
ebinvery is placed in the stern, and consists of an or- 
dinary engine of any well known compact type. 
The generator which produces the vapor is placed 
close to the engine. lt is both small and light, sim- 
ply comprising a coil of copper pipe, into which the 
Spirit is pumped continuously, and, being converted

ou to the motor, and drives itin the sume manner 
as if steam were employed. Below this main coil is 
a eecond and smaller one, termed the petroleum 
coil, one end termimating in a burner, the other end 
being led to an air-tight galvanized iron tank con- 
taining ordinary petroleum of commerce. This 
tank 4 in communication with a small air-pump, 
and, before starting, a few strokes of this pump are 
made, producing a preasure of about lb. per square

ineh, which is sufficient to force the liquid through 
a small pipe and into the petroleum coil. Below this 
is a specially-constructed burner, similar in prin- 
ciple to that usually adopted for boiling {water by 
means of gas. Immediately a small tap is turned on, 
the pressure in the tank forces the petroleum 
through this coil into the burner below, where it 
issues forth and is lighted by a taper inserted 
through a small hole provided for the purpose. Di- 
rectly the oil takes light, which it instantly does, a 
large circle of flame is produced; this warms up the 
two coils, producing vapor from the lower one, 
which immediately burns with increased vigor. The 
spirit which is contained in the upper and larger 
coil is also converted into vapor and passes on to the 
engine, which is then ready to start—tne whole 
operation occupying not more than from three to 
five minutes. A soak peee on this engine supplies 
the coil with spirit, and, so long as the flame con- 
tinues, the engine and vapor generator work on au- 
tomatically, without further aitention, and a speed 
of from seven te eight miles an hour maintained. 
The exhaust from the engine passes to a condensing 
pipe outside the boat and below the water, as is fre- 
ae, adopted in steam launches, and then, in a 
liquid state, finds an ouilet into a small tank, with 
which the suction of the pump is connected ; conse- 
quently, it will be seen that thespirit is worked over 
and over again, continuously, and a very small re- 
servoir indeed is all that is necessary ; in fact, what 
is wanted is sufficient to make up the loss due to 
leakage only, and if tke machinery is in good work- 
ing condition, the store of spirit should be sufficient 
to last for several weeks’ running. 

“The launch is 36 feet long by 6 feet beam, and 
the consumption of petroleum when at full speed is 
at the rate of about 1‘¢ gallons an hour, provision 
being made for a supply sufficient to last 24 hours or 
more. The engine is‘ fitted with the usual reversing 
gear, and the speed regulated by the quantity of 
petroleum admitted to the burner, and thereby con- 
trolling the intensity of the flame. The engine is 
stopped by simply shutting off the petroleum sup- 
ply. These launches, to which Messrs. Yarrow and 
Co. have given the name of Zephyr type, can be 
started from a state of rest in less than five miu- 
utes. The whole of the central portion of the boat 
is unbhampered by machinery, and is consequently 
available for passengers. There is no dirt or smoke 
whatever, and, the whole of the machinery being 
perfectly self-acting, no engineer is needed, and 
anyone of moderate intelligence (when once accus- 
tomed to the working of the arrangement) can have 
perfect control of the boat in every respect.”’ 


CHANGES IN TWENTY-SEVEN YEARS.

DOCTORS IN THE ARMY AND NAVY. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Waite the differences of rank and pay between 
the Medical Corps of the Army andthe Navy are 
under discussion in Congress, might it not be advisa- 
ble to consider some of the minor differences. These, 
it is believed, have as great a weight in deciding the 
young physician’s choice between the two corps as 
the more important difference in rank and pay. In 
this letter it is only desired to call attention Lo one 
of these minor points—the difference in the supply 
of instruments and medical books. 

The young physician, on being commissioned in 
the Army, has issued to him a microscope and a set 
of personal instruments consisting of a case for gen- 
eral operations, a case for minor operations, a case 
of eyeand ear instruments,and an outfit for in- 
ducing anesthesia. These are his personal property 
so long as he remains on the active list; when he is 
ordered to change station these instruments are 
transported for him at the Government's expense. 
Besides these on bis arrival at any established mili- 
tary station, he finds attached to the hospital a very 
large and fine assortment of additional instruments, 
including many special instruments. 

There is at every Army station a fine medical 
library, surpassing that of the average private prac- 
titioner. Thereis alsoa supply of medical muga- 
zines that exceeds the capacity for thorough read- 
ing of any ordinary man, and what might be called 
a circulating medical library. Of almost every new 
medical book of pronounced value, that is not 
boughtin sufficient quantities to supply the indi- 
vidual stations, a copy is sent to each military de- 
partment. This copy is sent to each medical officer 
in the department. Each officer is allowed to keep 
the book a certain period oftime. After the book 
has made the tour of the department, it is returned to 
the office of the Medical Director and becomesa part 
of his library. 

lf, m addition to this supply by the Government, 
the medical officer owns any private medical books 
or instruments, he enjoys, in common with all other 
Army Officers, the privilege of haying, when he is 
ordered to change station, his professional books 
transported at the Government's expense. The 
young physician, who enters the Navy, on the con- 
trary, bas no instruments issued to him. After be 
has been in the Service a short time, he learns that 
on making application he can obtain a microscope. 
When he receives one, he is expected each quarter 
to make a report of the condition of the instrument 
and of the work done with it during the quarter. 
Even if supplied with a microscope by the Bureau, 
he is expected in changing station, to transport it at 
his own expense. The supply of instruments te war 
vessels is very limited and defective. One has at 
times to feel that he is not treating his patient pro- 
perly, because he either bas not the means to pro- 
perly diagnose the case, or else is not able to give 
the patient the treatment that would be best for the 
case. As to the Naval Hospitals the writer is not in 
a position to state positively, but is under the im- 
pression that, while the assortment of instruments 
is fair, it is not as complete as at the Army hospitals. 
In certain special brapches of surgery, in one in 
etn med in which a Naval surgeon is liable to 

ave a large practice, there have been instruments 
invented recently that have almost revolutionized 

the surgizal procedure. It is doubted if the Navy 
owns any of these instruments. 

Tbe wy AR books in the Navy is almost nil. 
There may on aship avery few medical books, 
and some pharmaceutical books for the use of the 
apothecary. It is expected that medical officers will 
supply their own libraries. In this respect the line 
officer has the advantage, because the Bureau of 
Navigation furnishes a supply of books on naviga- 
tion, as well as a fair library of general literature to 
which all have access. Not only is the Naval medi- 
cal officer obliged to furnish his own books, but he 
is required to transport them at his own expense. 

The dampness at sea is very destructive to books, 
therefore books often have to be replaced for each 
cruise. A naval surgeon of some years standing 
told the writer that the cost of buying and trans- 
porting books, when he was ordered to sea, had av- 
eraged about $200 each time. This is munifestly un- 
just, when the books are taken to asbip and used 
in the interest of the Government. Each ship is 
furnished by the Bureau w'th from one to two mag- 
azines. Tbe Naval hospitals have a fair library and 
a fair supply of magazines, but still fall short of the 

Army hospitals. 

Of course it is understoed that, in the nature of 
things, there cannot be the same number of books 
and instruments on board a ship as there is at an 
Army station on shore; still it will be readily ad- 
mitted that more might be done for the ship than is 
done at present. Tbe Army plan of circulating books 
piaht be applied, with some modifications, to the 

avy. 

That the Naval Medical Corps is so poorly sup- 
plied with books and instruments, is not a reflection 
upon the administration of the Bureau of Medicine 
and Surgery. It is well known that Dr. Gunnell 
himself appreciated it and did more than any of his 
———— to remedy the existing state of things. 

ut however good the Surgeon-General’s intentions 
may be, he cannot manufacture money. The Sur- 
geon Generul of the Army receives each year from 
Congress a generous appropriation for library and 
similar purposes. The Surgeon General of the Navy 
has to make-shift the best way he can to make the 
few purchases that he does. The relief must come 
from Congress, if it comesatall. Surely the United 
States can afford two or three thousand dollars a 
year for so Jaudable a purpose.

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THE FIFTIETH CONGRESS. 


The House took up this week the Senate bill provid- 
ing for aconference of delegates from the maritime 
powers to meet in Washington to revise the interna- 
tional regulations concerning the rule of the road at 
sea, to prevent collisions in fogs, and to devise a 
new system of eode signals to meet the requirements 
of modern steamships. After a brief discussion the 
Belmont bill was substituted for the Senate meas- 
ure. It was drawn in accordance with some sugges- 
tions by Secretary Whitney, and provides that one 
of the five United States delegates shall be an officer 
of the Navy, and another an officer of the Life Sav- 
ing Service.

DEFECTS OF THE PRESENT TARGET SYSTEM.

1 have seen some very poor shots obtain, after an 
enormous expenditure of ammunition and loss of 
time—in most instances by pure accident—first-class 
and marksman's scores without any yery marked 
improvement in their average shooting. nder the 
present classification a company possessing such mea 
may have a higher figure of merit than oue with 
very good regular average shots. Few will contend 
that men of the former class arein any respect, so 
far as shooting is concerned, comparable with the 
latter for actual service, 

As target practice is intended to improve the 
shooting capacity of the soldier, and by the records 
of organizations to inform the heads of Depart- 
ments of the respective merits of the organizations 
under their commaad, it would appear reasonable 
to suppose that a system based upon the average of 
all the shots fired by an individual would be a more 
reliable and fuirer test of his ability than the 
present. 

I would suggest (and I believe that 9-10 of the offi- 
cers of the hneare of my opinion) that instead of 
selecting for classification four scores aggregating a 
certain percentage, that each man—after one year's 
service—be required to fire about J00 shots at each 
of the ranges 200, 300 and 500 yards for 2d and Ist 
classes, and any man making not less than a certain 
average percentage ateach of these ranges be re- 
quired to fire 100 shots at 600 yards, etc. 

Marksmen should be required to average, wor 
shot fired being counted, about 65 per cent. at eac 
of the ranges 200, 300,500 and 600 yards. 1st class 
men about 52 per cent. and 2d class men about 40 
per cent. at each of the foregoing ranges, except 600 
yards. I think this system would give a more accu- 
rate idea of the shooting ability of an organization 
than that prescribed in Blunt’s book. 

A recruit during his first year’s service should be 
allowed and required to fire about 50 shots at each 
range up to and including 500 yards before his 
shooting record commenced, after which he should 
be placed upon the same basis as the other members 
of the organization. 

A very — reason for considering in tbe classi- 
fication all the shots fired, and which is practically 
conceded by Biunt in allowing sighting shots at 
long ranges, is that each shot would be carefully 
fired, whereas, under the present system, if a man 
misses the target or makes one or two poor hits at 
the commencement of ascore he becomes indifferent 
about the remaining shots of that score and, in con- 
sequence, wastes considerable ammunition. 

I think also that all soldiers should be required to 
shoot in the prone position at 500 and 600 yards. It 
appears to me to be the position of all others best 
adapted for actual service. Fancy a line of skirmish- 
ers shooting from the back position and followed 
by an equal number of men to see that their guns 
were not canted and you will have some idea of the 
usefulness which the back positions impart to most 
of those adopting them. 

The system of skirmishing prescribed in Blunt’s 
book my cee to be very gvod, but how many com- 
panies skirmish over ground every inch of which is 
not thoroughly known to its members? 








SECRET SOCIETIES IN THE ARMY.

Ir is not generally known, I think, that in the Service 
there exist many secret societies—such as Oddfellows, 
Knight Templars, etc, This, in my oplaion, is ruinous to dis: 
cipline; for in the majority of all companies the first ser- 
geants and non-commissioned officers are members of some 
of these societies, and any posvanes belonging to them are 
usually more favored than those who do not. So, it finally 
comes to this: A man gets too lazy to perform his duty asa 
soldier; ali he has to do isto enter one of these societies, 
and he is immediately provided for by getting something 
soft in the way of daily duty, or put on extra duty. Ido 
not believe the authorities are aware of this state of affairs, 
or it would be summarily stopped. NEMO,

THE PNEUMATIC DYNAMITE GUN. 
FoLuowine is the text of the letter from the See- 
retary of War referred toin the article on the Army 
Appropriation bill: 
WASHINGTON City, May 17, 1888. 


Hon. R. W. Townshend, Chairman Committee on Military Af- 
fairs, House of Representatives: 


Sir: I have tbe honor to acknowledge the receipt 
of your letter of the 19th ultimo, inclosing a prope 
osition of the Pneumatic Dynamite Gun Company 
of New York for the sale to the Government of sev- 
eral of their guns, and requesting ae as to tho 
guns of this company and the advisability of making 
an appropriation for their purchuse. 

In reply I have the honor to say that this dyna- 
mite gun has been developed to a point of efficienc 
which entitles it to recognition as a formidable ad- 
dition to harbor defence. In this connection [ de- 
sire to call your attention to my annual report of 
December 5, 1887, page 31, in which 1 speak of this 
= and its development and of the success which 

as attended the tests to whichit bas been subjected. 
and recommend the purchase of one gun of 15 inch 
calibre in order to determine the full extent of its 
fitness for coast defence.} 

Since then I have examined, with much care, the 
reports and opinions of officers and the evidence 
bearing upon the question whether the gun is still 
to be considered merely as an experiment and in 
the experimental stage or may be taken as having 
au established character on which legislation may 
be safely based. 

It 1s well known that it has been fora long time 
under the charge of Captain Zalinski of the Artil- 
lery, and a board of officers of the Navy of high 
standing, especially in the ordnance branch ot that 
service, after very careful test experiments, under 
their direction, and witnessed by them, are of opin- 
100 that the gun is perfectly reliable in its action, 
that its accuracy of fire is remarkable, and that it is 
an important weapon for barbor defence. These 
are the main questions to be decided in determining 
the efficiency of any gun. It is true its power of 
penetration is not great, but if its shell is exploded 
after entering the water near the hull of a ship the 
most destructive effect must result. The Secretary 
of the Navy in his last annual repert reviews the 
result of the experiments witnessed by the above 
mentioned board of officers detailed by him, and 
concludes with the assertion that the success of the 
gun for coast defence is established. 

Attention is also called to the remarks of the 
Lieutenant-General of the Army on this subject in 
his last report and also to the report of the chief ord- 
nance officer of the Army, Gen. Benét, which ac 
companies this letter. 

I am therefore forced, on that evidence to the 
conclusion that the gun is ho longer to be considered 
as an experiment, but has well established qualities 
and characteristics upon which it will be safe for 
Congress to take action, and I accordingly recom- 
mend anappropriation which would enable us to 
purchase and install a number of these guns with 
the necessary operating plants, not exceeding ten of 
different calibres. I consider it very desirable that 
these guns, when obtained, should be placed at dif- 
ferent points on our coasts, say Bostoa, New York, 
San Francisco, the Lakes, and at some point on the 
southern coast. have no means of knowing 
whether the price named for them in the proposal 
of the company is reasouable. I can make no sug- 
gestion, however, in relation thereto, as there a 
pears to be no data to estimate upon except the 
price named in its proposition, which seems to be 
very large. 

Unless the conmittee has the means of ascertain- 
ing more accurately than I can, I would recommend 
an appropriation of such an amount as the com- 
mittee may deem reasonable in view of the other 
requirements of the Department for ordnance, with 
which the Secretary of War may procure as many 
as he can for such sum. 

It is not intended by this recommendation to sup- 
plant the previous recommendations of the Depart- 
ment which call attention{to the great needs of the 
country in the matter of coast and harbor defence, 
and the necessity of having guns of modern pattern 
and construction of great power and range. The 
Pneumatic Dynamite gun does not and cannot take 
the place of such heavyjordnance, but will be a most

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


Tue U.S. tug Leydon left the Navy-yard, New 
York, May 29, for Newport. 

ENGLAND has abandoned the Island of Mscension 
as a naval station. It has been a British possession 
since the captivity of Napoleon in 1815. 

THE yacht Stiletto, the pew torpedo boat, was for- 
mally placed in commission May 28 at Newport, aud 
will hereafter be a part of the U.S. Navy. 

Tue sternpoint of the new cruiser San Francisco 
was cast on Saturday at the Pacific Steel Works. It 
is the largest steel cast ever wade on the Pacific 
coast and the largest sternpoint ever made for the 
Navy. Fifteen tons of metal were required in mak- 
ing the ety? As soon as the post is finished the 
laying of the keel will be commenced.—Critic. 

ENGLAND expects in a few weeks to have two II11- 
ton guns and sixteen 45.ton guns afloat in the Ben- 
bow, Colossus, Conqueror, Collingwood, Hero and 
Edinburgh, collectively. The six vessels of the Ad- 
miral class average 17 knots each, and are handy, 
convenient vessels of enormous power, and having a 
complete torpedo outfit. Forthe Taze a speed of 
19}¢ knots is anticipated. 

TE greatest activity prevails, says the Revue du 
Cercle Militaire, in the Russian arsenals and yards 
of the Black Sea in consequence of the building and 
arming of the new vessels of war. The Catnerine II., 
Tschesma and Sinope are ready or on the point of 
being completed, aud are each of 10,150 tons, their 
engines of 12,000 horse power, and their speed 15 
knots. Each is protected by steel plates 40 cm. 
thick, and armed with six 30cm. breechloading guns, 
placed in three revolving cupolas. Their sides are 
armed with 15-cm. guns, revolving cannons, and 
torpedo apparatus. Six gunboats are likewise in 
course of construction at Sebastopol and Nikolaieff, 
and will be armed with 20-cm. cannons. 

THE competition for the Bailey medal among the 
apprentice boys of the Training Squadron will take 
place early in June at Newport. One boy has been 
sept from the Portsmouth, Jamestown and Saratoga, 
and they are selected as representatives of their 
respective ships, as being the most proficient iu 
every branch that goes to make up a thorough sea-~ 
man.

officers, who will subject the candidates to a most 
horough test. After the examination is completed 
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and the result, made known, Commodore Schley, 
Chief of the Bureau of Equipment and Recruiting, 
will go on to Newport and present the beautiful gold 
medal to the lucky apprentice, prefacing it by a few 
seasonable words of advice to the young mariners. 


Tne contfactors for the dynamite cruiser Vesu- 
vius, Messrs. Cramp, have sent in an application to 
the Navy Department for the eighth payment upon 
their contract, which will be allowed. 

A BOARD of officers, consisting of Comdr. W. H. 
Whiting, Naval Constructor Wm. L. Miutonye, and 
Asst. Naval Constructor John B. Hoover, will meet 
at the Navy-yard, New York, early next week for 
the purpose of surveying the Pensacola as to the 
costof putting her in commission for one year’s 
cruise, and also to furnish the Department with an 
estimate as to the fitting of the ship for another 
cruise of three years. 

THE flagship Richmond, the Ossipee and the Yan- 
tic left Port Royal, 8. C., late on the afternoon of 
May 28, and when well outside Martin’s Industry 
Lightship shaped their courses, the first two for 
rounding Cape Hatteras with the intention of enter- 
wg Chesapeake Bay, where they were joined by 
Atlanta and Galena and had the quarterly target 
practice. The Yantic beaded off more to the south- 
ward to pass between Cuba and Hayti on her way 
for Port au Prince, which is somewhat over 1,000 
miles distant, and as her steaming speed is not much 
over seven knots she will, unless greatly favored by 
the winds, take eight or nine days for the trip. 
Ensign W. L. Rodgers has, by order of the Com- 
mander-in-Chief, been detached from the Yantic 
and ordered to the Ossipee, Ensign Chester M.

A NEW submarine torpedo boat is reported to have 
been tried with success at Kiel, Wilbelmshafen, and 
Dantzig. The new vessel is 136 feet 6 in. long, has a 
speed of 12 knots,and can steam upwards of 900 
nautica! miles without recoaling. The submersion 
is effected by means of two vertical propellers 
driven by a double cylinder 6 horse power engine, 
and its extent is regulated by a water reservoir of 
five tons capacity. Itis found that the vessel can 
descend with safety over fifty feet below the sur- 
face, and that wire netting offers no serious obstacle 
toitsattack. Thearmament consists of one quick- 
firing gun and five MacEvoy torpedoes. The triais, 
which included asham fight between the submarine 
boat and an ironclad, are said to have been through- 
out satisfactor y.and our contemporary appears to 
anticipate as their result a complete revolution in 
naval architecture for war purposes.

MAIL MATTER FOR THE NAVY. 


G. O. 361. 
NAVY DEPARTMENT, WASHINGTON, May 22, 1888. 

The Postmaster General has brought to the notice of the 
Department the fact that persopal correspondence or mail 
matter is sometimes sent to the United States, from vessels 
of the Navy, in packsges closed against inspection and ad- 
dressed to individuals, corporations or firms, without pre- 
payment of postage by means of postage stamps on the out- 
side of such package. 

Every such package is necessarily delivered to the post- 
master of the place at which the vessel bringing it arrives, 
and must be treated by him as an unpaid letter, of Postal 
Union origin, to be charged with postage on the packuge as 
a whole, at unpaid letter rates, viz.: 10 cents for each half 
ounce or fraction of a half ounce. 

Any such package, however, if not closed against inspec- 
tion, can be examined by the postmaster, and such Ictters, 
therein contained, as are already prepaia by postage stamps, 
can be forwarded to their destination without further 
cbarge; euch as are not prepaid can also be forwarded, sub- 
ject to a charge of 10 cents per half ounce or fraction there- 
of, to be collected on delivery. 

The attention of officers of the Navy attached to vessels 
cruising 10 foreign waters, is called to this subject, and they 
are informed that the sending of maii matter in packages, 
closed against inspection and vot addressed to a post'naster, 
subjects the same to delay by transmission to the Post Office 
Department at Washington, unless the individual, corpora- 
tion or firm, to whom the package is addressed, pase the 
fullamount of letter postage, on the gross weight of the 
package to which the same is liable if not paid by means of 
stamps on the outside.

REPRESENTATIVE CANNON, of Illinois, seems to 
have a genius for apology, and the amende honora- 
ble which he tendered to Mr. Compton, in the House 
on May 28, recalls the old, old story of the mau who 
apologized for his indiscreet statement that a cer- 
tain gentleman was ‘‘aot fit to carry guts to a bear”’ 
by the solemn assurance that he had concluded that 
he was. Mr. Cannog said; “I desire to say one word. 
I never do a member on this floor an injustice by a 
remark that I do not make haste to rectify it at the 
tirst opportunity, and so now! wish to say to the 
gentleman from Maryland [Mr. Compton] that I did 
accuse the lemocratic party of hypocrisy in its pro- 
fessions concerning the civil service, including the 
Executive, clear down. That was too broad a state- 
ment. The State of Maryland, so far us the Demo- 
cratic party is concerned, does not deserve to be so 
accused, because I know in Maryland they havespit 
upon, denounced and trampled under foot the civil 
service law in adefilant, unlawful, but manly way 
right under the nose of the President. The chiefs of 
the party in Maryland, standing highest in his coun- 
sels while he was professing devotion to the civil 
service law, were spitting upon it in the presence of 
the whole country, and with impunity. So I except 
the Democratic party in Maryland from my charge 
of hypocrisy.” it is by such amenities that the 
otherwise lugubrious proceedings of our Conscript 
Fathers are enlivened and humanized.

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RUSsIA AND ENGLAND. 

It is told of Charles Lamb that when his friend 
Southey wrote an Indian poem, he refused to read 
it. ‘*I can just endure Moors,” he wrote, * but 
Abyssinians, Ethiopians, Esquimaux, Dervishes— 
all that tribe I hate. I believe I fear them in some 
manner. . Iam a Christian, Englishman, 
Londoner.” 

It was a similar insular prejudice which found 
expression through Gladstone’s denunciation of 
‘*the unspeakable Tark;” but for diplomatic reasons 
the Moslem must be endured and tbe full tide of 
British animosity is turned upon his antagonist of 
Muscovy, whose growth is assumed to threaten 
the British Empire of the East. Still, there isa 
growing suspicion among well informed Englishmen 
that hostility to Russia is not so weil founded in 
national necessity as popular prejudice and com- 
mercial jealousy would make it appear. England 
has reached the point where two roads meet: one 
leads to more open antagonism to Russia ; the 
other to alliance with her. There are symptoms 
of doubt in the British mind as to which it 
is the wiser to follow. Heretofore Eng- 
land has watched the progress of Russia toward 
the British frontiers of India with grumbling dis- 
content, but since she threw her influence in the 
scale against Russia at the critical moment of her 
advance upon Constantinople ten years ago she has 
not sought openly to check her threatening pro- 
gress. British statesmanship follows the role of 
the opportunist and the occasion has not offered to 
give ective expression to the jealousy of Russia. 
The most earnest warnings of military observers have 
not sufficed to induce England to take note of the 
steady advance of the Czar into Central Asia. Now, 
however, that the whistle of the Russian locomotive 
is heard under the walls of Samarcand disturbing 
the repose of the mighty Timour in his domed 
sepulchre, action of some sert becomes imperative, 
or, if not action, at least the determination of a 
policy which shall guide British statesman- 
ship in its dealings with the Ozar. 

Two opinions eoncersing this latest event in 
Central Asian hisiory find expression in the de- 
spatches of Weduesday to the daily papers. A lead- 
ing Tory organ is quoted as saying: ‘‘ No steps are 
being taken which recognize the fact that in three 
months’ time Russia may put the key of India in 
her pocket, or whenever she pleases. The great 
event of the railway makes it plain we must either 
fight Russia or bribe her. Are our soldiers prepar- 
iag to do the one; are our diplomatists preparing to 
do the other? The answer is that they are not ; that 
they are looking on at the panorama of the Russian 
march to India with stony eyes, gods who recline 
among their nectar careless of mankind.” 

On the other hand, the Svet of St. Petersburg 








tenders the olive branch in an article on the open- 
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ing of the Trans-Caspian Railway which says that 
no sensible Russian regards this railway as a means 
for the conquest of India. On the contrary, the 
writer thinks that it will lead to a definite and pa- 
cific arrangement between England and Russia for 
the formation of a complete international railway 
system, and that communication with Central Asia 
and India would be attended with great advantages 
to Russian trade. General Vanvuski, Minister of 
War, received a telegram from the Governor of 
Turkestan, stating that an immense concourse of 
Russians and natives had assembled at Samarcand 
to witness the opening of the railway, and that the 
event was regarded as the beginning of a new era 
of peace, promising the development of agriculture 
throughout the provinces. It was taken asa fresh 
eyidence of the Ozar’s solicitude for the needs and 
welfare of the people in Central Asia. 

Why should England of necesssity accept the 
development of Russian enterprise as an expression 
of hostility to her? Why not leave Russian free 
to do the work, for which she is so well fitted and 
seems to have a special mission—the work of con- 
trolling and absorbing the roving tribes of fanatics 
who protect British India only by making a wilder- 
ness of the country lying between India and the 
Russian frontier? If England is to depend for her 
Empire upon an alliance with barbarism, she will 
lose it, as she will deserve to lose it. Let her emu- 
late Russia in her civilizing influence; cultivate her 
own legitimate field in India; consolidate her empire 
there, and unite with Russia in presenting a bulwark 
against the possible aggression of the awakening 
nationality of China. Let England attend to her 
own duty without unnecessary display of jealuus 
hostility toward others and soon she will add to her 
defensive strength in India the power of twenty 
nations which now having little in common but an 
antipathy to what is known as modern progress, 
may be amalgamated into a whole, and will form a 
more powerful and more enlightened China. ‘If 
only we convince the people of India that we desire 
their good,” says a recent English writer, ‘* and are 
determined to pursue it honestly, an empire greater 
than that of Rome may follow, more brilliant and 
more lasting, because founded on moral force.” 

England may in this way furnish a counterpoise 
for Russian development: she may be assured that 
she cannot stay its progress. Simultaneously with 
the announcement of the completion of the Russian 
railway to Samarcand, with the probability of a spur 
to Persian Herat, comes the report that the Czar 
has abolished the punishment of banishment to 
Siberia. This is significant of Russian progress in 
another direction. -The projected railroad across 
the width of Northern Asia to Vladivostok must 
open Siberia to new influences and it is necessary to 
redeem it from its reputation as a penal eolony. 

Thus together surrounding China on the North, 
the West, and the South, why should not England 
and Russia unite in opening up that great Empire 
to the full influence of the modern development of 
which it 1s displaying the first awakening symp- 
toms? What need is there of antagonism between 
these two great powers? With the commerce of 
more than one-half tho inhabitants of tbe globe to 
divide between theni, why should there not be 
enough for them both, with a few gleanings left for 
the irrepressible Yankee whose position on the other 
side of a stream ten thousand miles in width for- 
ever shuts him out from the military problems in 
concern. . 

Mr. T. Stead, in a letter to the New York 
Tribune, reports that General Gordon, who always 
reinforced the results of his own observations by a 
curious interpretation of Scripture texts, aysured 
him that the Chinese, who were in his opinion the 
people without faith alluded to by one of the 
Hebrew prophets, would before long overrun the 
world and possess it. Lord Wolseley, who, like 
Gordon, has campaigned im China, is very much of 
this way of thinking. The Chinese, Mr. Stead 
Says, are beginning to move. They are physically 
superb, Their numbers are as the sand upon the 
sea shore. Death for them has no terrors, nor do 
they count of time. The great East, which has 
sent forth many human floods for the devasta- 
tion of the West, is once more about to vomit forth 
a deluge which will engulph the world. The Rus- 
sians are already uneasy at the rising flood of yel- 





low humanity on their Asiatic borders, They may 
stem it for a time, but the Chinese, disciplined, 
sober, innumerable, will in the end overwhelm 
them, as their forefathers were overwhelmed by the 
Tartars in the middle ages. If this diagnosis of the 
situation be correct, it seems to me, says Mr. 
Stead, ‘‘although it did not occur to Lord Wolseley, 
that in the interest of Western civilisation, our 
duty is not to weaken Russia but to strevgthen to 
the uttermost the power which is to constitute the 
bulwark of Europe against the Asiatic horde,” 








THE GRADE OF GENERAL. 


SPECIAL meetings of the Military Committees of 
the two Houses were held this week to consider the 
bill reviving the grade of General of the Army for 
the benefit of Lieut. General Sheridan. Th2 favor- 
able action in both Committees was practically 
unanimous, as was the vote by which the bill 
passed the House, there being seven negatives in the 
Senate. The President followed promptly after 
with his approval of the bill, and the nomination of 
Philip H. Sheridan and its confirmation succeeded. 
Within two hours from the time the bill reached 
the President, the nomination was made, confirmed 
and a commission issued. Thus finally, if tardily 
as in the case of Gen. Grant's retirement, does the 
Congress of the United States follow the lead of 
publie sentiment. The following is the text of the 
bill : 

That the grade of Lieutenant-General of the Army is 
hereby discontinued and is merged in the grade of Generul 
of the Army of the Unorted States, which grade shall con 
tinue during the lifetime of the present Lieutenant-General 
of the Army, after which such grade shall also cease; and 
the President of the United States is hereby authorized to 
appoint, witn the advice and consent of the Senate, a Gene- 
ral of the Army of the United States. 


Sec. 2. That the pay and allowances of the General be the 
same as heretofore allowed fur that grade. 


In advocating the passage of the bill, Mr. Mander- 
son, who was the prime mover*in bringing it before 
the Senate, said: ‘‘I need not for a moment refer 
to the distinguished career of General Sheridan. It 
is too well known to a grateful American people, it 
is too well known to an admiring world, to make it 
necessary that I shoull take a moment’s time in 
reciting it. He is the last of the great central 
figures of the War of the Rebollion. This disting- 
uished honor, conferred by the Continental Con- 
gress upon General Washington, conferred by the 
Congress of the United States upon General Grant, 
and afterwards upon General Sherman, certainly 
should, in recognition of the great war services of 
General Sheridan and of his distinguished career 
as Commanding General of the Army since the 
war closed, be conferred by an appreciative people 
upon him. The bil) is not urged at this time that 
there may be advocacy or support brought to it on 
the ground of sympathy, but we place it on the 
ground of his high deserts and a proper recognition 
of his distinguished seryices by the Congress of the 
United States, representing a grateful people.” The 
grade of Lieut. General was originated by act of May 
28,1798,and on the 3d of the following July Washing- 
ten was appointed to the office, which he held until 
March 3, 1799, when an act was passed creating 
the grade of General and abolishing that of Lieut. 
General. The grade of Lieut. General was not re- 
vived again until Feb. 29, 1864. On the 2d of 
March, two days after the passage of the act, Gen. 
Grant was appointed to the position, and continued 
to serve with that rank until July 25, 1866, when 
an act was passed reviving the grade of General for 
his benefit. The date of his inauguration as Presi- 
dent, March 4, 1869, he nominated Generals Sher- 
man and Sheridan for appointment as General and 
Lieut. General respectively, and these officers have 
held these respective ranks since that date. By act 
of Congress of Feb. 15, 1855, Gen. Winfield Scott 
was appointed a Bvt. Lieut. General, to rank from 
March 29, 1847. The following are the laws under 
which these several appointments were made : 

Act May 28, 1798, Sec. 5.—That whenever the President shall 
deem it ex jient, bois hereby empowered to appoint, by 
and with the advice and consent of the Senate, a commander 
of the Army which may be raised by virtue of this act, and 
who, being commissioned as nt-General, may be 
authorized to command the Armies of the United States.

Mr. Henry R. Towns, of Stamford, Conn., con- 
tributes to Engineering for May 18 a long illustrated 
description of the Emery Testing Machine. Speak- 
ing of the machine at Watertown, Mass., he says: 
“The machine was completed and put into use in 
1879, since which year it has been in constaut ser- 
vioe, having tested up to the present time more than 
15,000 specimens, of dimensions varying throughout 
the entire range of its capacity. [t was subjected 
originally to a test load of 1,000,000 lbs., or 25 per 
cent. beyond its intended limit. The largest section 
of wrought iron that has been broken in it had a di- 
ameter of 5.04in., or an area of 20 square inches. 
The machine will test in tension specimens up to 28 
ft. long by 30 in. wide. and in compression columns 
up to 30 ft. long.

propeller can be made from aluminium brass, and 
as the same time both the first cost and runping ex- 
pense of the same would be the least, for the reason 
that this material is fully 80 per cent. stronger than 
manganese bronze in every respect. That this prop- 
osition is correct will be now soon demonstrated in 
England® by the Cowles Syndicate Co., Limited, 
which are putting a large plant at Stoke-on-Trent 
in operation for the manufacture of these alloys. 




















Noriorna the Journal of the United States Cavalry 
Association, our English contemporary, the Army 
and Navy Gazette, says: “Severa) contributions in 
the present part have reference to the arming of 
cavalry. Capt. W. P. Hall, of the 5th Cavalry, ad- 
vocates the revolver for mounted use, and remarks 
that he knows of one instance only where its em- 
ployment by a mounted organization has been per- 
fected. This was by aremnant of Quantrell’s com- 
mand, numberingabout 50, under one Bill Anderson, 
a Contederate in the last year of the war; the men had 
three or four revolvers each, and on one occasion, 
when they attacked a force of 200 or 250 United 
States ‘troopers, five or six of them were killed, 
while of the Federals only eight or ten escaped. 
Lieut. Swift takes a similar line, and advocates the 
use of breast-plates, seeming to be unaware of the 
reaction against them in Germany. Major Sand- 
ford concludes that thé’pistol may be useful for 
charge in line, but that it requires to be better 
tested in actual conflict. There are other good pa- 
pers on marching, remounts, French cavalry, dis- 
mounted service, etc. In the bibhographical part 
the French is printed without accents, which, cu- 
riously enough, we are informed is because the 
printer was without facilities; but that will not ex- 
cuse a number of gross literal blunders.” 








REAR ADMIRAL LvucE will read a paper on “Naval 
Administration” before a meeting of the Naval In- 
stitute, to be held at Annapolis, Md., on June 6th.

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ARMY APPROPRIATION BILL. 

TuE bill making appropriation for the support of 
the Army for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1889, 
was reported to the House from the Committee on 
Military Affairs May 28. {[t provides for a total ap- 
propriation of $24,289,700, which is $1,074,634.08 less 
than the estimates submitted and $564,982 more than 
the appropriation for the current year. 

For the pay and general expenses of the Army this 
biil appropriates the sum of $12,676,000, beiug an in- 
crease over the amountin the law for the current 
fiscal year of $14,081.31. This arises substantially 
from the natural increase arising from pay to offi- 
cers both on the active and retired list for length of 
service, and by the increase in number of officers 
upon the retired list or who will me piapet thereon 
during the present fiscal year; and also, by an in- 
crease of the number of enlisted men on the retired 
list, to which, also, may be added the increased sum 
necessary to be provided for the payment of enlisted 
men to be discharged during the year, for.travel, re- 
tained pay, etc. The charges in the items in detail 
are as follows: 

For pay of officers for length of service, the 
amount of the present law is increased by &2,230, 
which is made necessary by the iucrease in length 
of service of officers. 

For pay proper of the enhsted men of all grades a 
reduction of $150,508 has been made below the ap- 
propriations for the current year. 

In pursuance of the act of March 1, 1837, the com- 
— have approptiated $150,000 for the Hospital 

rps. 

For pay of the general staff the amount is in- 
creased $5,590 for increase length of service. 

For pay of retired officers the item is increased 
$4,686.25, made necessary by increase in the number 
of officers. 

For uy of retired enlisted men the item is in- 
creased $3,789 for a similar reason. For pay of con- 
tract surgeons, etc., the committee believe that 
$100,000 13 sufficient for this branch of the service, 
and have reduced the item to that amount. The 
item for paymaster’s clerks has been reduced $5,800, 
on account of the decreased number of such clerks, 
resulting from the operation of the present law. 
The item of $1,500 for securing information from 
abroad is fully explained by the following extract 
from the letter of the Secretarv of War: 

I can not toostrongly urge that the detail of officers to 
obtain information abroad should be so far recognized in 
the Army Appropriation bill that the accounts may be 
passed by the accounting officers. In that view I would 
suggest that under the head in the Appropriation bill 
“miscellaneous” insert one item, “For the neeessary ex- 
pene attendant on the collection and classification of mili- 

information from abroad $1,500, and the officers de- 
tai to obtain the same shall entitle’ to mileage and 
transportation and also commutation of quarters while on 
this duty as provided when on other duty.” 

It is to be observed that this will not iacrease the expenses 
of the Government se far as the officers are concerned, for 
they will receive pay and allowances on this duty as on 
other duty at home or elsewhere. The $1,500 is for a clerk 
and the expenses of preserving and arranging the informa- 
tion when obtained. 

The item for commutation of quarters to commis- 
sioned officers, etc., is increased $8,000, upon the basis 
of the disbursements of the last fiscal nl 

For mileage te officers when travelling on duty 
without troops, the amount is increased $15,000 for 
the reasons set forth in the book of estimates, page 
298. The slight changes made in the pbraseology of 
the item the committee believe are for the better 
interests of the service. 

In the Quartermaster’s Department no change has 
been made, except the amount for incidental ex- 
penses, which has been increased $1,500, for the rea- 
sons set forth 1n a letter from the Secretary of War, 
in which be says: 

As to the riding master, in the incidental expenses, Quar- 
termaster’s Department, * * insert,and of a riding master, 
for the more thorough instruction of officers and cadets a 
sum not exceeding $1, I can best commend this appro- 
priation by inclosing a copy of the report of the boards sent 
to Bosten to examine and report on Bussigny’s method of 
riding and training horses. The officers composing this 
board were selected by reason of their large and varied ex- 
perience. I do not believe there are better borseme in any 
army than Capts. Lawton and Anderson, and Capt. Brincklé 
is among the first of our light ba commanders. Indeed, 
lam inclined to think that when detailed for the duty, 
neither they nor the Lieutenant-General expected to find 
unything new or instructive for them. But they do not hesi- 

te to acknowledge that there is mueh to be learned from 
this teacher, which wii) be of great value to the Service. 

The amount appropriated last year for Army 
transportation has been reduced $80,000. 

An increase of $2,900 in the item for construction 
of quarters for hospital stewards, etc., is made upon 
the recommendation of the Surgeon General. 

For the Medical and Hospital Department the 
committee are of the opinien that $200,000, the 
amount appropriated, is sufficient. 

The sums heretofore appropriated for the Army 
and Navy Hospital at Hot Springs, Arkansas, have 
been omitted, because tbat institution is properly 
apart of the Medical and Hospital Department, and 
- Le provided for out of the appropriation men- 
tioned. 

The item for the Engineer Depot at Willet’s Point, 
N.Y,, is increased to $5,000. 

For current expenses of Ordnance service the 
amount has been reduced $10,000. 

The amount appropriated for the manufacture of 
metalliz ammunition for small arms has been in- 
creased $50,000. The items “for purchase and manu- 
facture of ordnance stores to fill requisitions of 
troops,” and ‘for infantry, cavalry and artillery 
equipments,” have each been increased $25,000. The 
sum of $5,000 has been provided * for overhauling, 
cleaning and preserving new ordnance stores.”* The 
sum of $5,000 is appropriated for targets for artillery 
practice. _ 

The item appropriating $400,000 for the purchase 
of pneumatic dynamite guns, etc., is inserted in the 
bill upon the recommendation of the Secretary of 
War and for reasons set forth in his letter. 

The item appropriating $100,000 for examining, 
testing and experimenting with certain guns, shells, 
batteries, etc., is inserted in the bill in order to en- 
able the Secretary of War to make such tests, ete., 
of new inventions as he may deem proper. 

The provisious for these purposes read as follows: 

For the purchase by the Secretary of War of pneumatic 
dynamite guns of different calibres, and the necessary 

ts, ammunition and ca fer the same, for arma- 
ments and military use, or sO much thereof as he 


Or examinibg, testing and experimenting with pneumatic 
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or other dynamite guns, gun carriages, and plants for the 
same, and dynamite shells and ammuvpitian, and batteries for 
coast defence, whether sunken, counterpoise or otherwise, 
brought tothe notice of the Secretary of War, $100,000, or su 
much thereof as he may deem proper. 














MRS. HANCOCK, MRS. THOMAS AND MRS. 
DAHLGREN, 


Mary Locan Tucker furnishes the N. Y. World 
with anjarticle entitled ‘Some Washington Widows,” 
from which we take the following: In company 
with one of the distinguished women of Washing- 
ton, a few days ago, I called upon Mrs. Hancock, 
whois at present with the General's brother, Col. 
Hancock, on Pennsylvania avenue. She received us 
most cordially and informally. In her morning 
robe of deepest mournirge, unrelieved by even a 
widow's ruche, ber sad face told all too plainly of 
her ever-present grief. The rod of affliction bas in- 
deed been heavily laid upon her, the death of a son 
in the fulness of manhood and a daughter at sixteen 
has left Mrs. Hancock with no one to be her daily 
companion. She goes into her new home with a sad 
heart. Itis the beginning of a new life, which will 
beall the more the realization of her loneliness. 
Mrs. Hancock is passionately fond of music and is a 
composer of sacred music, having such a collection 
about ready for publication. This is her diversion, 
and when once more established in a home she 
hopes to devote much time to it rather than to lite- 
rary pursuits, 

rs. George H. Thomas isa modest lady who has 
lived a very quiet life since coming to Washington, 
but in a short visit made ber a few days ago she told 
mé many thingsof herself and the General's ser- 
vices which are of interest. Her house is on I, near 
19th street; the location is very desirable and select- 
ed because she has so many old friends residing 
near—the Danas, Hagners and others. Mrs. Thomas 
is somewhat lame, owing to an accident a few years 
ago, being thrown from a carriage; but as she en- 
tered she seemed quite tall, with a strong face, one 
denoting decision and great character. She has a 
very kindly eye, and dark hair, upon which she 
wears a pretty white cap, giving her a very 
motherly appearance. She was dressed in deep 
mourning, pot only for Gen. Thomas, but owing to 
the recent death of aniece. Hersister, Miss Kellogg, 
has always made her home with Mrs. Thomas, and 
but for ber she would be entirely alone. 

The General’s family all being Southerners, Mrs. 
Thomas could find little of congeniality among 
them. Sketold me the General read of the fall of 
Sumter on the cars and started at once for the front. 
From tbat time she never saw him again until after 
the fall of Atlanta,when she joined him at Nashville, 
and from that short visit not again until after the 
fall of Richmond. 

I bad spent one summer at the same resort in the 
mountains of Virginia with Mrs. Dahlgren and when 
I saw her a few days ago, for the first time since, I 
found her much changed. Her hair is now almost 
white, she is much stouterand moves about less 
easily, being crippled from an accident a few years 
ago. Mrs. Dablgren's health has been very poor 
this winter, obliging her to remain indoors much of 
the time. She has verv gentle manners and a soft 
voice, and is a most brilliant conversationalist. She 
told me much about her writings,and in speaking of 
“A Winter in Washington” she said that an attack 
of bronchitis, forcing her to remain in her room for 
the greater part of a winter, had led her to write it 
as an occupation for the many weary hours of asick 
chamber. The criticisms of the press had made it 
sell like wild fire, the first three months’ sale paying 
for the altar in the chape! at South Mountain. What 
was very amusing to her, the characters which were

remembraace of “Tad,’’ to whom it had given so 
much pleasure. Many of the personal relics of Ad- 
miral Dahlgren are kept at South Mountain, where 
Mrs. Dahlgren spends her summers and where 
much of her literary work is done, free from the 
bustle of the city and in communion with the grand 
old mountains of the Blue Ridge.

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ORDNANCE NOTES. 


We give here a copy of the official record of the 
machine tests made at the Washington Navy-yard 
of specimens of the metal used in the 6-in. B. L. 
steel gun east at Pittsburg. Also, for the sake of 
comparison, areport of the official tests of speci- 
mens from the built-up 6in. B. L. R. The tests 
were made by Lieut. Walter C. Cowles, U. 8. Navy, 
the officer who has this branch of the gun work 
under bis charge. From these comparative tests 
experts can draw their own conclusions: 

MACHINE TESTS OF METALS, NAVY-YARD, WASHINGTON, 

APRIL 21, 1888. 
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We have before us a work, issued at Brussels the 
present year, from the pen of General Brialmont, 
the veteran Belgian engineer, the Vauban of our 
time. Gen. Brialmont is the original designer ot the 
system of turret-cupola fortifications, which nearly 
every Continental European power has in a greater 
or less degree adopted. After having completed an 
impregnable surrounding of this kind for the Rou- 
mauian capital, Bucharest, he is now engaged in de- 
fending the German and French approaches to Bel- 
gian territory in alike manner. His work has de- 
mended a proper consideration of modern offensive 
engines, and his object has been to make the de- 
fensive the stronger. The book he has just issued is 
entitled ‘“*The Effect of Mortar-fire and High Ex- 
plosive Shells upon Fortifications.’’ One of his con- 
clusions as to the resistance of armored turrets to 
the shock of projectiles is as follows : “‘ Out of vari- 
ous trials prosecuted I have reached the conclusion 
tbat ahigh explosive shell (vbus torpilla) is no more 
effective than an ordinary shell of the same weight, 
arriving at the same angle and with equal remain- 
ing velocity. It comes to this, that, striking the 
metal cuirass, whether compact steel or wrought 
iron, they glance off or ricochet, and burst in the 
atmosphere at a distance which the most delicate 
and reliable percussion fuses cannot make less than 
oue or two metres.”” Of the French explosive, Me- 
lenite, he adds: ‘“‘ These shells are alarming, not 
only from the vigoruns shock of their explosion, but 
on account of the extraordinary disturbance of the 
air aud the peculiar asphyxiating a ekg of the 
gasevolved. From tests made at Bourges upon sec- 
tions of quite hard Beton of differeut thicknesses 
and segments, shells charged with Melenite have not 
mude an average penetration greater than twelve 
inches and of more than forty inches in diameter.” 





Engincering says: “It is rumored that though the 
manufacture of tbe new rifle selected for the army 
has been considerably advanced, several of the prin- 
cipal officers at the War Office are so far dissatisfied 
with the magazine arrangement, that trials with 
another magazine is in contemplation. At the same 
time information has been received that the car- 
tridge bas been found mechanically defective in 
Switzerland, where it had heen oy toate before it 
was selected by the War Office Small Arms Commit- 
tee. In areport to the Russian Government, Gen. 
Wasmund, who has recently returned from an ex- 
amination of the magazine gun as now used by the 
Continental armies, states that he discovered no 
proof whatever of its superiority. On the contrary, 
when trials of the two urms were made simultane- 
ously and under similar conditions, he observed that 
the very reliance whieh the multiplier bred in the 
soldier was a source of weakness at the critical mo- 
ment. Looking to the mavy charges in bis gun to 
Stand himin stead, he neglected to take those pre- 
cautiens which are p while using a piece

without taking proper aim. Especially after long 
marching was this inferiority observable. those 
armed with the single loader hitting a mark much 
oftener, owing to the less weight to be brought to 
the shoulder, and the unchanging poise of the 
weapon.” 

Per contra, the “ Horse Guards Gazette” of May 
12says: “ It wasreported last night that asa re- 
sult of a meeting at the War Office it has been de- 
cided that immediate proposals are to be submitted 
to Parliament for placing the First and Second 
Army Corps at once on a war footing, and that the 
new magazine rifle is to be issucd toall the regular 
troops. In ail military circles the subject to-day is 
the engrossing topic of conversation.” 





The Krupp works at Eesen are reported to have 
advanced another step towards solution of the ques- 
tion of “protected guns.” A new 15cm. breech. 
loader has been so constructed within a shield of 
cast-iron plates that the recoil is almost absolutely 
destroyed, and 60 shots may be fired in 15 minutes. 
When exposed, however, to the attack of 12 cm. and 
15 cm. shell, the shield was found wanting. The 
system, however, was generally approved, and a 
new gun aud shield are now in course of construc- 
tion. 


The Italian troops seem to be dissatisfied with 
their new magaziverifie. It is found that, despite 
the simplicity of the repeating mechanism, the new 
weapon is not suited for rapid or continuous use. 
The breech is extremely liable to get out of order, 
aud the obturator is defective. Similar complaints, 
it may be remembered, were heard recently of the 
new German magazine rifle, but it would seem that 
the difficulties with the Mauser have been success- 
fully dealt witb. 








The insufficiency of timber booms for torpedo 
nets has just been illustrated in the experiments in 
England with the Resisiance. A charge of 93 ibs. of 
gun-cotton, hung on the netand exploded, shivered 
the wooden booms, which were 12 in. in diameter, 
and weighed over 24 owt. each, into splinters. 


The Army and Navy Gazette says: “ Messrs. 
Wilkinson, of Pail Mall, are turning out sword: bay- 
onets of the new pattern for the army at the rate of 
something like 200 per day. This rate will be in- 
creased shortly to as many as 600 blades a day. The 
specimen sword-bayouet the firm supplied to the 
War Office recently gave satisfaction, and the Gov- 
ernment a short time since orde 50,000 weapons 
to be turned out according to pattern, and the re- 
mainder of the contraet, which was altogether for 
150,000 sword-bayonets, was to remaiu in abeyance, 
as it was almost certain that a lighter weapon 
would have to be made to suit the new Lee repeat- 
ing rifle. The 50.000 bayonets are now being made 
for the Martini-Henry ritie. 








The Revue de Cercle Militaire states that on March 
19 trial was made at Rubeland of a new kind of gun 
cotton invented by Herr Forster, technica: director 
of the gun cotton factory of Wolff and Co., at Wal. 
strode. The result is said to have been satisfactory, 
and the new explosive to be free from the dangers 
that have hitherto been foundin similar detonators. 
A 21-centimetre Krupp gun was used, firing a steel 
projectile of 98 kilogrammes charged with the new 
gun cotton, with an initial velocity of 430 metres, a 
charge of 22 kilogrammes of brown prismatic pow- 
der being used. The projectile traversed a eompound 
plate 12 centimetres thick, with an oak backing of 
60 centimetres, broke tbrough a strong palisade 4 
metres behind it, and did not explode till it reached 
a parapet that was covered by the palisade. 





Mr, H. E. M. James, who has published an account 
of a journey in Manchuria, reports that he found at 
Kirin an arsenal fitted with English and German 
machinery, but managed and worked entirely by 
Chinese, capable of turning out anything from a 
gingall to a repeating rifle. Mr. Sung, the director, 
showed him a machine gun, invented or adapted by 
one of the foremen, which two men could carry, and 
which fired 80 shots per minute witbout difficulty. 
A powder-mill has been established near the ar- 
senul. Among other places, Mr. James visited Hun- 
ch’un, near the Russian territory, a garrison town 
of 3,000 men, | wees by two forts armed with 
Krupp guns.

The assemblage kept up a 
continuous roar of applause and uproarious laugh- 
ter when the pretended wounded were brought to 
the hospital on cots. 

May 23 was the third day of the ivter-State en- 
campment and military drill. The judges, Messrs. 
Satterlee, Randolph and Stone, made an inspection 
of the Atlanta Rifles, Champion City Guards, Her- 
mitage Guards, Louisville Light Infancry, Latham 
Light Guards, Witt Rifles and Southern cadets. This 
being concluded, the Louisville Light lafantry gave 
an exhibition drill.

MISSOURI STATE UNIVERSITY. 


THE Battalion of Cadets belonging to the Missouri 
State University, Columbia, Mo., numbering 161, 
went into camp, May 3, about two miles distant 
from the University, under the command of Lieut. 
E. H. Crowder, 8tb U. 8. Cavalry, and remained in 
camp fivedays. About 80 per cent. of the present 
strength of the battalion volunteered for the en- 
campment. $195 were obtained by subscription 
from the citizens of Columbia and the assessment of 
50 cents levied upon each cadet. Tbe remainder of 
the expenses, $232.60, or about $2.30 per man, was 
contributed by the Board of Curators. Camp equip- 
age was hired, 8,000 rounds of blank cartridges 
were furnished by the State, teams were loaned by 
the livery stables for the two light Napoleon gune, 
and thus the expenses of the encampment were pro- 
vided for. The battalion marched to the camp 
grounds, where the tents had my 4 been put up 
by a detail, and were kept busy for the five days at 
drills, target practice, guard duty, and the usual 
routine of camp life. Especial attention was given 
to instruction in theduties of sentinels. The dis- 
cipline was excellent, though some of the unruly 
boys had to be sent to the guardhouse, and while 
there were subjected to the severe punishment for a 
lively youth of being obliged to hold their tongues 
and never to leave the tent except under ehurge of 
a guard. The salutary effect of this discipline was 
shown in the request made by the delinquents that 
the adjutant be requested not toread aé evening 
parude the order referring to their punishment. 
The cadets lived on the Army ration, the eost per 
man, per diem, being 20 cents. Details for kitchen 
police were made each day and all such duty cheer- 
fully pertormed. The success of the experiment 
has been such that the Board of Curators have de- 
cided to recommend that about 15 acres of the Agri- 
peu ab Farm be set aside for a permanent camp 
ground. : 





REGULAR TROOPS AND N. G. OF PENN. 


In the report of Lieutenaat General Sheridan, the 
recommendation is made for combined camps and 
manceuvres of Regular troops and the National 
Guard. A field officer of one of the Philadelphia 
regiments, who has spent many menths at the posts 
of the Regular Army, spoke of the ad visability of 
such an encampment, and suggested that as Gen- 
eral Schofield is trying to assemble enough Regular 
Infantry to take part in the autumnal Naval and 
Land manoeuvres at Newport, R. L., during August, 
some plan might be formed whereby the lst Brigade 
National Guard of Pennsy!vania could go into camp 
at that place and take part in the work. The North 
Atlantic Squadron, Rear Admiral Luce command- 
ing, willform the naval contingent, and both the 
Admiral and General Schofield being heartily in 
favor of combining the Regular and State troops in 
one camp 20uld be depended upon to give material 
aid in accomplishing such a purpose. 





REVOLVERS FOR THE MILITIA. 


Tue expediency of issuing revolvers to the officers 
of the Massachusetts mililfia has been under consid- 
eration fortwo or three wonths. Upon Gen. Dal- 
ton's order,a board, consisting of Col. Rockwell, 
Inspector General of Rifle Practice, and Majors 
Frost and Hinman, Brigade Inspectors, bave con- 
sidered not ouly the question of the pattern of the 
revolver to be selected, but the general question of 
the advisability of the issue. The report of the board 
bas been filed, but penoing a final decision is not 
made public. It is uaderstood, however, that they 
take quite a conservative view of the matter, and in 
a general way do not deem it a matter of present 
importance that any militia officer shall be armed 
with revolvers. But, if there is to beany issue, they 
suggest that it be confined to mounted officers, 
whose experience will be, Jater on, useful in deter- 
mining the wisdom of extending the issue to the in- 
fantry line. Astothe infantry, itis held that the 
active participation and leadership of the compan 
officers are absolutely necessary to maintain the effi- 
ciency of the rank and file 1n rifle practice, and that 
a division of the officers’ uttention to revolvers may 
not be beneficial.—Boston Rifle.

THE NAVAL BATTALION, MASS. VOL. MILITIA. 


We give here the text of a bill which bas just been 
passed in Massachusetts for the formation of a 
Naval battalion as part of the militia of that State. 
Many propositions have been introduced for the es- 
tablishment of a naval reserve, but this 1s the first 
one which has reached anything like definite ac- 
complishment. [t suggests the way in ‘which we can 
obtain a volunteer naval! force in this country, and 
is extremely simple in its provisions. 

We bave too often realized the value of the State 
militia asa areserve for the Army, and it is boped 
that the other seaboard States will soon follow the 
example of Massachusetts. 

The proposed force is a small one to begin with, 
but it is easier to correct any errors and to overcome 
friction while the force is small. The force is to be 
recruited from yachtsmen and others who follow 
aquatic poral. and the plan has been adopted en- 
ergetically in Massachusetts by yachtsmen general- 
ly, and especially by the Dorchester Yacht Club. It 
will be seen that there is no attempt te gain exalted 
rank or honors, but to give a chance to those who 
love the sea and a sailor’s life to fit themselves to 
verve their country if needed, and also to pro- 
vide atraine: body of men as a reserve for the 
Navy if they should be needed :

They shail be paid the same as bat- 
talien staffs ia the militia. ere shall also be attached to 
the staff the following petty officers: one master at-arms, 
two yeomen, ove hospital steward, one chief bugler, who 
shall receive the same pay as the non-commissivned staff of 
a battalion of infantry. 

Sec. 3. To each company there shall be one lieutenant 
commanding, two lieutenants (junior grade), two ensigns, 
to receive the same pay as captains, Ist and 2d lieutenynts, 
respectively of infantry, two boatswains’ mates, two gua- 
ners’ mates, two coxswains, two quartermasters and 44 sea- 
men. All enlisted men of companies shall receive the pay of 
enlisted men of companies of infantry of the militia. 

Sec. 4. The naval battalion shal! be uniformed as the com- 
mander-in-chief shall direct out of any existing appropria- 
tions for uniforms or supplies for the militia, and snall be 
instructed as he may direct. aud be subject to the laws and 
regulations governing the militia; the duty required by law 
may be performed afloat. 

Sec, 5. The companies comprising the naval battalion may 
be raised as provided by law when the Unite: States Gov- 
ernment is ready to furnish arms and equipments and a ves- 
sel ot war for performance of duty required by law. 

Sec. 6. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

THE lith Regiment assemble! at their armory in Essex 
Market On Friday, May 25, in State service uniform and 
knapsacks, for drill in the school of the battalion and for 
preliminary inspection. Previous to the formation details 
from the several companies assembled for g: ard mount and 
several of the details went through a fourm of inspection by 
the Ist sergeants, who, through not knowing what else to do 
with their own muskets, laid them on the floor, where 
they were in the way of by, while they examined 
the men. If the Ist sergeants are unable to carry their »wn 
pieces they should petition the commandant to detail an ex- 
tra man to carry it for them. Insome details the Ist sergeant 
bad his bayonet unfixed. hen the assembly was sounded 
the details were marched to the parace ground, and 
afew of them were brought up before the previous 
detail was d - The details should be marched 
epposite their place in line before moving by the 
left flank. One sergeant saluted the sergeant ma- 
jor before his line was dressed; he simply gave 
rear open order,,and while they were executing it he sa- 
Juted and marched off. he commissioned officers when 
they came in front of the guard should be three yards in 
front of the front rank ; one of them wassix yards. When 
the adjutant commanded officers and non-commissioned off- 
cers to the front and centre the noa-com. olficers should 
come to the front from both flanks; in thi: case they all came 
by the left flank. The men should also wear their cartridge 
boxes in tront. The men were burriediy ivspected and in 
many cases did not know how to hanale their pieces for the 
inspecting officers. When the guard was ready for review 
the adjutant commanded * by platoons, right wheel.” The 
word ™ by ’ is superfluous, he should command “ platoons, 
right wheel.” The guard mount was repeated with some 
improvement, The march of the guard before the officer of 
the day was good. The salutesof the officers well done. Af- 
ter the guard had formed and warched off the battalion was 
formed with nine commands of 12 files double rank and 
turned over to the instructor, Col. Stewart, and the com- 
mand ordered to march in column of fours. In this move- 
ment the men did not cover or dress to the guide of the four 
and the rear rank marctied too close. There was too much 
distance between the companies. When the command 
wheeled into line there was always room for another four or 
more between the companies and also too much tulking in 
the ranks. The file closers do not take any steps to rectify 
the mistakes. The men get careless and bandle their 
pieces on the march iu a slovenly manner. Some of the 
color guard did not carry their pieces at right shoulder arms; 
on the march the file closers did not know their proper 
places in line. On the right close column of com)xtnies, some 
commands did not know how to execute the mvuvement or 
where to march and when in their position dii nut know 
which flank to dress on, and when the companies are dressed, 
they should come to support arms which they wil failed to 
do, This movement was repeated with some success, but 
some of the commandants of the companies »!)owed their 
commands to too far to the left before giving the som- 
mand fours right, nor did they stend at the proper place when 

ving that vummand. Some officers stood in the centre of 

r companies when giving the order. 

The command was then ordered to pass in review and the 
march of the companies was fair,but many of thie men did not 
look to the front in marching. Some of the salutes were good. 
One officer failed to salute at all; some who di‘! sulute tailed 
to look at the reviewing officer. The review was repeated 
with more success. In the march of the companies the dis- 
tance was bad, the guides did not cover and there was space 
enough between some companies foranother company. The 
right guive is respousible for the distance, but in ‘he wheels 


the eompany guide should look to the marching flank, as 
well as men. In some wheels they were broken because 
the guides marched by themselves and did net keep with 


their commands. The battahon was dis’ i and the line 
re-formed for dress parade. The march of tue compauies 
on the line was good. In the rear open order, at the com- 
mand march, every man should look to the rizht and dress 
whieh many did not do. The manua! was fair, but many 
men slighted the motions in the manual. The report of the 





ist sergeants was good, but as the field and staff were in 
full dress uniform, all the commissioned officers should obey 
the order. As it was, many of the commissioned officers 
were iu fatigue uniform. Col. Stewart presented recruiting 
anges to Sergts. Kramer and Kepbart, of .Co. C, and Corpl. 
Inolia, Co. B. The battalion was then inspected by com- 
panies and the arms and clothing found tu be in good eon- 
dition. After the inspection the compapies were dismissed. 
As the regiment is ordered to camp it should use every en- 
deavor to perfect itself in drill.

Cos. G, I, K, A and H, of the 32d Regiment assembled at 
their armory, in Williamsburg, for drill in the school of the 
battalion on May 24. The number of men who reported for 
drill was small. The companies were equalized into four 
commands of 12 files, single rank, and turned over to the 
instructor, Major E. Verdeckberg. In marching the com- 
panies on the color company, bad no leading guide when 
marching in column of fours. At the command dress, by 
the captain, the companies quickly dressed, but the file 
closers did not seem to think that it was intended for them 
also, as but few obeyed the command. Some file closers 
were one yard in the rear of their companies, and others 
two yards,and very often were passing remarks with them 
while on the march. File closers are posted two yards from 
the rear rank, and should dress with the companies at 
the command, and in marching in column of fours should 
cover the leading guide in the file closers, and should march 
on a line with the fours, In the command companies column 
right, only the first and fourth companies executed it prop- 
erly. Tbe other companies did not comprehend the order. 
The movement wus repeated and the order left front into 
line was executed badly. Close column 0n first company and 
on first company deploy column was fairly done. The 
guides are tov slow in coming out on the line. In the move- 
ment close column on first company left in front, the rear 
company marched too far io the right before the command 
fours left was given. One left guide did not know how to 
come to about face, and did not come to the support arms 
when he faced to the front. On fourth company deploy 
column, the captain of the first company, when he arrived 
ov th: position, gave the command fours left when be 
should have commanded fours right. 

In the movement on left into tine from column of fours, 
the file closers did not know where to march. Some of the 
leading sergeants went or the wrong flank at the command 
march, and the rear guides should be quick m coming out 
on the line. As this wasa successive formation the com- 
panies should come to support arms; which they failed to 
do. In marching column of fours there was too much dist- 
ance between the companies. In some companies there was 
76 inches between tbe rear four and the first sergeant of the 
next company, and the leading four of his own company. 
When fours left was ordered and the command came toa 
halt there would be a blank between each company.

uides should cover before the commands are d on 
them.

The commandant 
of the first compuny should command support arms, and so 
along the line. To the right close column of companies was 
badly executed. The fourth company at the command 
march executed fours right, and some companies columa 
right. When all except the first company should continuv 
sa column of fours ana should bave changed direction when 
they arrived at the proper distance in rear of the first com- 
pany. This movemeut was repeated and the movement 
executed correctly. 

The movements on the mght close column of companies 
was good. When the companies were brought to support 
aims, at the command, guides about face, the guides should 
come te support arms when they face about, which the three 
left guides neglected to do. When the column had marchec 
into column cf fours,some men did not carry their pieces 
properly at right shoulder, and when the command was 
given to halt, the same men endeavored to do two things at 
one time, come to carry arms and halt. Halt first, carry 
afterwards. In company right wheel the left guide should 
not halt with the company but place bimself alongside of 
the captain in order that the company may be promptly 
dressed. In wheeling many of the men did not look to the 
marching flank, nor did the left guides. Some of the left 
guides also stepped off too quick. The left guides did not 
cover nor keep company distance when the companies were 
wheeled into line. The battalion was ordered to load and at 
that command the guides retired to the rear, when they 
should have waited for the tirst command. The firing by 
companies and battalion was fair. Some men did not go 
through the motions of load, and at the command, cease fir- 
ing, the men ceme to a carry without half cocking their 

ieces. The piecesshould be examined before the command 

given to load. While the commandant was instructing the 
men Sho proper way to load and fire, the file closers in some 
commands paid no attention, especially in the fourth com- 
puny, who were earnestly engaged in conversation among 
themselves. The explanation of the movements by the in- 
structor were very plain and easily understood and the 
commissioned officers assisted him in carrying out his in- 
structions, and while ata halt the men paid attention, but 
some of the file closers were but figureheads, and especially 
need all the learning they can get. When the column is 
standing in line, receiving instructions, 1t would be weil :if 
the file closers were ordered to the front and centre in order 
that they may learn.

ANCIENT AND MODERN SWORDS. 


Tua famous Damascus blade may now be rele- 
gated to the limbo of exploded myths. Endless 
stories bave been told of this peculiar weapon, 
which, in fact,is rather Persian than Syrian, and 
probably was originally welded from the hand- 
made steel of India. There is no longer any doubt 
that the wavy pattern, discernible on the best Per- 
sian blades, may be found in the little cakes of 
“wootz.” A bath of diluted acid will make this 
self-evident to any experimenter. The process of 
manufacture also tends to develop this “skeiny’’ 
effect, due, in the first place, to somewhat complex 
causes. One of these cakes 1s insufficient to make a 
sword blade; it must be composed of three at least, 





and a heavy blade—like those mcst prized in the 
EKast—would probably require eight, as the cakes 
seldom ex two pounds in weight. These cakes 


being first drawn into bars, must be welded to- 
gether. thus forming lamiow by necessity, and not 

y choice origiually ; and as the workmen could not 
fail to discover that, by increasing the number of 
lamivew tbe beauty and the quality of the blade 
would be improved proportionally, they had to 
double the complex bar on itself, and weld again; 
and thus by repeating the operation increase the 
number of lamine at pleasure. Iu a blade forged 
from such a bar as that just described, the lamina, 
of plates, must necessarily be very thin, and in the 
process of grivdivg and lishing break into each 
other; the indentations of the hammer increasing 
tbe diversity of figure, and thus completing all those 
varieties of pattern su t after in every 
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mention that oriental sword blades are very hard, 
and so heavy as to be useless for any kind of fencing 
or broad-sword exercise. The dagger of Saladin, 
which was coiled up in bis turban, is a flight of the 
novelist’s imagination. The best Damyscus blades 
are very stiff, asa weapon should be. The modern 
English sword may be used equally well for offence 
aud defence, and is—all the romance of Damascus 
and Toledo to the contrary notwithstanding—of as 
good steel as ever was forged in those famous cities. 

The process known as tempering was once held to 
be a prime trade secret. Andrea Ferrara always 
performed the operation in the dark; and it was in 
consequence of his driving a sword-blade through a 
workman whom he found concealed in his private 
forge, tbat be was compelled to forsake Italy for 
Scotland. There is a method of tempering swords 
in oil raised to a high temperature; but the method 
most favored by the English workman, is that of 
passing the blade through the fire untlit takes a 
certain hue, known only by long expenence. The 
éteel has now acquired the proper degree of tougb- 
ness, and may be subjected io very rough usage. 
Fixed in a machine it is struck with immense vio- 
lence against wood and iron, on edge, back, and 
both sides, and not a few blades succumb to the 
trial. Batches of blades vary very much, the loss 
by breakage being sometimes as low as ten, and as 
bigh as 40 per cept. The blades whivh pass suceess- 
fully through this tremendeus ordeal are pro- 
nounced trustwortby, and will pierce or cut through 
an iron plate witbout suffering any perceptible 
dumage. A good blade being secured, it is ground 
and polished, great care being taken that the bard 
surface “scale” shall be disturbed as little as possi- 
ble; the grip covered with dog-tish skiu is affixed, 
the steel scabbard hned with wood properly fitted, 
and the sword is ready for its work. 

A sabre cut as made by Europeans, is a chop or 
slash, differing entirely from the slicing cut admin- 
istered by Indian swordsmen, who, instead of mak- 
ing a downright blow from the shoulder or forearm, 
keep the wrist and elbow stiff, and, making a sweep- 
ing cut, throw the whole force of the body into the 
blow. On foot this tulwar cut is not difficult to 
parry, and is in general effimency inferior to 
*“point;” but on horse-back it is very embarrass- 
ing, as was found by our troopers during the Sikh 
war and the war of the Mutiny. But the tulwar is 
useless for defensive purposes, and can only be used 
on the principle of the old Hungarian hussar, who, 
having taugbt arecruit all the regular cuts, was 
asked when he was going to give him instruction in 
parrying. ‘“‘ Parry!’’ roared the veteran, “ parry! 
What thedeuce do you mean? Keep on cutting, 
and let the enemy parry!”

TURBET FORTS IN FRANCE. 


Tue Times published, upward of a month ago, a 
letter in which an account was given of the experi- 
ments in firing with the steel cupola turrets manu- 
factured at the works in St. Chamond, Chatillon 
and Commentry. it was explained in that letter 
that the discovery of the new explosives had in- 
duced the military ergineers to construct forts com 
posed of an enormous block of concrete, within 
which the space was obtained necessary to receive a 
staal! garrison, stores, and the turret, or two turrets, 
armed with cannon, sometimes simply rotary, like 
those of St. Chamond, sometimes rotatory, descend- 
ing and ascending, Jike those of Chatillon and 
Commentry. 

The Jetter explained that entrance to the fort was 
obtained through a tunnel terminating at a great 
distance on the side secure against the enemy, and 
that the mancuvres, the firing, and the movements 
in the interior of the fort were directed by the tele- 
graph wire or the telephone at the outer post of ob- 
servation, and that in the same way electric lighting 
and a supply of ee air for breathing were supplied 
from without. 1t will be remembered that the first 
part of the firing—that with the turrets—had,given 
excellent results, The guns on the turrets of St. 
Chamond bad bit the mark once in four times, and 
those in the turrets of Chatillon and Commentry 
were nearly twice as accurate. 

The second — of the experiments, not less 
important and interesting, has just beeu conducted 
in the presence of M. de Freycinet. The question 
was whether the turrets, after their great success in 
firing on the enemy, could themseives stand fire, 
Had this been the case, France, by means of a series 
of forts, could have supplied the gap in her fron- 
tiers and stopped the invader long enough to mobil- 
ize behind the protection of these works. Unfor- 
tunately the experiment does not seem to have been 
satisfactory. be turrets were shattered by the 
first shot, and became terrible projectiles, for the 
fragments of steel struck with the violence of a can- 
non ball. The firing, 1t is true, was at 140 metres, 
whereas in a real siege the distance would be 3,000 
or 4,000 metres. There is, however, nothing to show 
that the accuracy and force of the explosives would 
be lessened by distance, so that the result 1s very 
significant; for the possibility of an effective arma- 
ment of frontiers, if whatis said be correct, is placed 
in doubt. 

The coating of concrete, indeed, has resisted, but 
this is an illusory resistance, for a fort which resists 
without arms is really no fort, and is no obstacle to 
an enemy’s march. I'he newspapers to-day argue 
that the fortresses must be coated with concrete, but 
this is a hazardous inference. If the fort resists 
while its guns are speedily silenced, it stands for 
little whether of concrete or not. Some way must 
be found of arming the forts for aggressive pur- 
poses; then only can they supply a sabstitute fora 
strong frontier und step the march of the enemy. 
It would be better to have cannon without walis 
than walls without cannon, and after the experi- 
ments at Chulonsit is apparent that the struggle will 
continue between the engineers who construct and 
the artillerymen who destroy. 

One conclusion, however, which was not looked 
for at Chalons resulted clearly from the last experi- 
ments—namely, that an irou plate, whatever its 
thickness, does pot offer sufficient resistance to the 
new explosives, and that ironclad ships are already 
prackionily. useless and are condemned without ever 

aving hada chance to show what they could do. 
How many milliards have been spent in vain! What 
power has been thrown away without one experi- 
} ment being made which could be turned into ac-

HOW THE FRENCH TOOK HASTINGS. 


A FrencuH work, entitled “ Down with England,’ 
thus describes a bypothetical landing from a French 
Fleet on English soil, according to the United Ser 
vice Gazette: ** From the centre of Hastings, a sp'en- 
did pier, two hundred and fifty yards long and fift 
yards wide, the rendezvous of the fashionable world, 
jutted perpendicularly into the sea. ‘‘heiron pil- 
lars on which it was constructed were at the south- 
ern extremity in a considerable depth of water, 
even at low tide. Hastings was unfortified; a mere 
signal station stood on the highest point of the 
cliffs.”” A little before7 A.M. the Coastguardsman 
in charge saw the French Fleet and signalled it. In 
spite of the early hour, the inhabitants flew to the 
pier and the quays. The vast fleet was clearing out 
of the mist and moving on Hastings and St. Leon- 
ards in the form of a crescent, like some gigantic 
bird with outspread wings. Hastings and St. Leon- 
ards were no better off in troops than in fortifica- 
tions. ‘The Volunteers and the County Militia 
were away to the west at the camp of Eastbourne. 
The autborities at Hastings telegraphed to the com- 
mander of this force, and each mun thought of bis 
own special safety. Therich packed their trunks 
as speedily as they could, and swarmed to the rail- 
way from Hastings to Tunbridge and London: 
hotels, houses, and shops closed. Those who had 
nothing to lose stayed on the quays and the pier, 
scanning the movements of the French Fleet. 

“ A manoeuvre with a view to a landing was being 
executed. The despatch vessels were now in front, 
followed by the great transports, while these were 
covered in flunk and rear by the armorclads, cruis- 
ers, and torpedo vessels. At 9 A.M. the despatch 
vessels were close in shore, and the first companics 
for landing were already moving out in boats, when 
a brisk musketry fire broke out from the pier and 
guns bristled on the quay. A detachment from East- 
bourne had just reached Hastings. Our boats were 
signalled to retire behind the despatch vessels. Two 
ironclads and two cruisers took post, broadside on, 
between the bulk of the transports and the sbore, 
and opened fire on the two towns. After the first 
broadside of melinite shells, clouds of dust and flames 
appeared. The elegant houses which fringed the 
shore disappeared like a piece of fairy scenery; in 
ten minutes whule rows of them were razed to the 
ground, and the pier and quays were deserted. A 
white flag appeared at the signal moat on the par- 
ade, and a boat prepared to put off from the shore. 
Witbout waitiug for it, the Admiral gave the order 
to seize the pier. Our landing companies reached it 
from the south, and ran up the stairway under the 
platform at the extremity, while other detachments 
followed them elosely. Thus we first took possession 
of English soil.’’ 

This small matter having been so easily effected, 
other minor events followed in due course. Therv 
wasasecond Battle of Hastings, in which history 
repeated itself. The Volunteers and Militia met the 
French, and were doubled up into a cocked bat, 
and the victorious Gauls began their promenade a 
Londres, which proved merely a pedestrian tour. 
The English Regulars, under an effete Field Marshal, 
made astand at Tunbridge, where tney were de- 
feated. The French troops then triumphantly en- 
tered London and occupied it. Her Majesty the 
Queen abdicated. Terms of peace were arranged, 
and the map of Europe was reconstituted. 
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Tur Greek Government has ordered 720 steel 
chromé shells from Uniens, France. 


THE Russian Admiralty contemplates sending this 
season several engineers to the Caspian Sea, to be- 
come thoroughly expert in the use of liquid fuel. 
Over 100 steamers on the Caspian Sea use nothing 
else but petroleum refuse. 

More than 600 workmen are employed at the red 
sandstone quarries of Saverne in the manufacture 
of concrete for the fortifications of Metz and Stras- 
burg. The Germans, who have for some time past 
been usivg this concrete for fortifications, have re- 
doubled their activity since the experiments at 
Chalons. 

HoRsE OWNERS, possessing an aggregate of 30,000 
horses, met at the offices of the London General Om- 
nibus Company to discuss the Government proposi- 
tion to allow 10s. per horse asa yearly registration 
fee to owners. It was resolved that Government 
must consent to allow 40s. ($10) a year registration 
fee before their proposal could be ertertained. 


Tue British Admiralty is arranging for a series of 
experiments in connection with the Hesistance with 
dynamite shells. The trials are to be made near 
Portsmouth, and the guns from which the shells are 
to be fired will be placed on board a gunboat, Other 
experiments are to be made with shells charged 
with gun cotton and other powerful explosives. 

Fer some years past the lance, which was consid- 
ered the weapon par exccllence of the Russian or 
Cossack cavairy, has been gradually substituted by 
the carbine for the eS the horse regiments 
in the service of the Czar. ot a little surprise bas 
been lately excited, consequently, in Germany, at 
the reported intention on the part of the Berlin mil- 
itary authorities, to restore this most ancient type 
of arm again to fuvor. Besides the sabre and car- 
bine usually carried by Hussars and Dragoons, it is 
under consideration to provide them, like Uhlans, 
with lances, but without pennons, for their better 
distinction as separate corps. It is also denied, as 
lately affirmed, that the German cuirassiers are to 
be deprived of their breast plates or steel carslets. 


THE extensive application of high explosives [to 
military purposes during the last few months has 
induced in Italy a recurrence of tke fortification 
scare to which every nation is periodically liable. 
Wcrks constructed at an enormous outlay a few 
years ago are now regarded as almost valueless 
against modern artillery, but the sums required to 
place the defences of the Peninsula in a satisfactory 
condition are so immense that their expenditure 
would seriously compromise the already troubled 
finances of the country. In Germany, where the 
military fund is still available, the reconstruction 
or improvement of the psineipal fortress bas already 
been un, and is now in full operation.. Italy bas 
no reserve to draw upon, while her safety depends 
in great part on the strength of her defences. 
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Lorp Brassey writes to the London Times ex 
oy end that, after a second inquiry at Whitworth’s, 

e learns that the heavy forgings for guus being 
made there are not to order of the French Govern- 
ment, but for a French firm. 


Lorp RANDOLPH CHURCHILL, speaking at Preston 
on the subject of military organization, affirmed bis 
belief that if war was to break out to-morrow, “ter- 
1ible and probably fatal chaos and confusion would 
reign at the Admiralty and War Office.” 

Accorrine to the last official return, the Swiss 
active army numbers 123,000 men, with a reserve ol 
Landwebr of 80,000 men. The newly organized 
Landsturm comprises 296,000 men, of whom 2,922 
have served in the Regular forces as officers, 5,652 as 
non-commissioned officers, and 40,000 as privates. 


Tout, which has been greatly strengthened since 
the Franco-German war, is now, with Verdun, the 
most powerful place ou the French eastern frontier, 
standing on the line from Paris to Strasburg. Ten 
forts or strong redoubts have been built round the 
place, the strongest being on the heights of St. 
Michel, where iu 1870 the Prussians established their 
batteries. Toul and its satellites are said to be well 
armed and provisioved and ready to stand a siege, 
Its garrison consists, in addition to gunners, of two 
regiments of infantry and two depots. 

For the French autumn manceuvres this year, 
foreign officers will be invited to attend the opera- 
tions of the 2d and 3d Army Corps, which will take 
place ip Sept. next, on the banks of the Eure and 
the Oise. The operations will comprise an offensive 
movement on the part of the 2d Corps, under the 
orders of Gen. Grandin, who will march in the di- 
rection of Rouen. The 3d Corps isto march out to 
meet the 2d Corps, and is to dr’ ve it back across the 
Epte, after repassing which stream it will take up a 
defensive position under the walls of Beauvais and 
deliver battle. 

OnE of the most interesting features in London 
last week was the exhibition of the maguificent 
sculptured brass which the journalists of England 
have subscribed for and which Lord Wolseley will 
unveil in the crypt of St. Paul’s Cathedral to the 
memory of the correspondents who fell in the Sou- 
dan between 1883 acd 1886. The names of the seven 
thus commemorated or a sheet of brass, 78 inches b 
45, are Edward O'Donovan, Frank Vizetelly, Fran

A TORPEDO range at Horsea Island, Portsmouth, 
costing £100,000, has just been completed and taken 
over by the. Vernou Torpedo School. The range, 
some half-mile in length, bus been constructed for 
experimental purposes in connection with the dis- 
charge and flight of torpedoes, and with its canal 
lock, quays, wharves, tramways, firing pier, and 
offices, forms a prominent feature in the view of 
Portsmouth Harbor as seen from the surrounding 
heights. Messrs. 8. Pearson and Son, of Westminster, 
were the contractors for these works, 


Apropos of Primrose day and the very unocompli- 
mentary allusions to that flower in Lord Beacons 
field’s books, the Pall Mall Gazette, discussing the 
origin of the myth, svys that when Lord Beacons- 
field was buried the Queen sent a wreath of prim- 
roses and wrote on a card attached to the wreath, 
“His favorite flower."” Her Majesty, referred, of 
course, to the late Prince Consort; but her words 
were misunderstood to mean that the primrose was 
Lord Beaconsfield’s favorite flower. Hence the news- 
paper allusions to “the flower he loved so well,” 
and the annual celebration of Primrose day. The 
explanation of the myth has long been current 





among Beaconsfield’s colleagues, but for obvious 
reasons thay did not care t» make it public.

equally accessible to whaling and sealing craft. The 
committee furtber reports that the navigable coast 
lines of the larger lakes of the region extend for 
4,000 wiles, that river pavigation is practicable for 
2,750 miles, that within the region there is a possible 
area of 650,000 square miles fit for potato growing, 
407,000 suitable for the cultivation of barley, and 
316,000 for that of wheat; that the pastoral area is 
equal to 800,000 square miles, that 150.000 square 
miles are auriferous,. and that the evidence sub- 
mitted to the committee points to the existence in 
the Athabasca and Mackenzie valieys of the most 
extensive petroleum field on the American conti- 
nent, ifnotin the world. The committee suggest 
that a bounded tract, 40,000 square miles in extent, 
be reserved from sale, and iis value more accur- 
ately, ascertained.

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RELIEF FOR NAVAL CADETS. 


THE Committee on Naval Affairs, te whom was re- 
ferred the bill (8S. 2825) in relation to cadets at the 
Naval Academy, report as follows: The act of Au- 
gust 5, 1882, wisely directed that no more graduates 
of the Naval Academy should in any year be ap- 
pointed officers inthe Navy than should be neces- 
sary to fill vacancies happening during the year in 
the lower grades of the line, Engmeer Corps and 
Marine Corps, und that the remaining graduates 
should be honorably discharged. A proviso, how- 
ever. was added that not less than l0 of the gradu- 
ates of each year should in any event be appointed 
such officers.
